Kozar w as found in a 
drunken stupor in his bed in a 
second floor room with a .32 cali­ 
ber pistol beside the bed. 


Kozar was suffering from acute 
alcoholism and spent l l days in 
L ow er Bucks County Hospital be­ 
fore going to county ja i 1 October 
5.

CLAYTON, Del. (LTPI) — Ten 
persons, nine of them children 
ranging in age from four months 
to 12 years, were burned to death 
Thursday night' when fire from 
an exploding kerosene stove level­ 
ed a four room shack.
